Hi, Paul, 


Well, my efforts are really not all that big of a deal, at least as far 
as ARRL in general goes. I have "silently" worked the QRP angle here 
for years, although wrt things like publication, etc., it really didn't 
need to be worked. Part of my effort really stemmed from a thread here 
some time back, where some felt that ARRL was not supportive of QRP. I 
would hope that some of my explanations about how the League has, for a 
long time, been supportive of QRP, and how it shows that support (one or 
two issues notwithstanding) was as much a help as my behind the scenes 
QRPishness. :-) After all, in things like support of an organization, 
perception IS reality. My reasons for doing it, and my participation 
here, are both personal choices. To the extent that the League does 
some mighty important things that support ALL of Amateur Radio, I feel 
we all need to rally behind that and make it stronger for our mutual 
strength. (I won't get into this here; that would go too far away from 
QRP.) And, in that light, I chose to make it stronger by being a bit 
more open and explaining ARRL's role wrt QRP. And, of course, I am not 
the publisher; I am not the ARRL Board, just that bearded guy in the 
ARRL Lab. So my influence is really not that strong, except in a few 
areas. 


Now, some of the "changes" you have seen are, indeed, policy changes. 
The decision to run a QRP column in the ARRL Web Extra was made at the 
highest levels. It came as a surprise to me, believe it or not. 
(Sometimes they tell me these things; sometimes they do not!) Things 
like the Tuna Tin 2 Revival are not policy changes; I did that as W1RFI, 
not as the Lab Supervisor. My boss doesn't mind that I did it, but it 
is NOT part of my job responsibilities and I will see no financial 
reward for having operated the TT2 from sundry places, or at W1AW/QRP. 


What HAS helped me to work QRP issues at ARRL HQ has been the support of 
the QRP community. Membership runs high in this crowd, and when I 
offered some strawman stats, it helped. Interest in QRP is growing; 
participation in "QRO" events by QRPers is growing and the League 
should, IMHO, respond to that interest. Are there unresolved issues? 
Sure there are, and in more areas than QRP. But even this community 
seems divided on some of them, and not proactive on others. How many 
different opinions on QRP DXCC are there? How few hams have 
communicated their views on that subject to their Division Director? 

But that is one issue, maybe someday we will see it. Maybe someday we 


will see a QRP column in QST (the ARRL Lab COULD freeze over somehow. 
:-)). But the bottom line is that QRPers make the difference and the 
changes, not Ed Hare. Those that participated in the League's contests 
in the Q class have encouraged more; those that voice their views to 
their Directors make a difference, too. I just smooth over a few rough 
spots in that communication, as QRP's low friend in high places in the 
ARRL Lab. Keep it up, guys; it is YOU who are changing the world. I am 
just doing my small bit part. :-)

Okay, gang, 


Next weekend is the ARRL CW Sweepstakes. I know I am sounding like a 
broken record, but once again, I want to ask QRPers to spend at least a 
little time in the 'test, and send in a log, even for a few QSOs! Last 
year, they DID notice the increase in Q class entries, and I want to get 
them to really sit up and take notice. The more Q participation the 
League sees, the more they will know that the things that are created 


for QRPers will be used and appreciated -- an important thing for an 
organization that sometimes only gets to hear from those who are 
disappointed. :-) So work at least a few hours, log ‘em and spring for 


the 33 cents or email in your log. Send in your soapbox comments, too, 
with a cc to your ARRL Division Director if you want to really st and on 
a soapbox. Let 'em know we care about QRP and we vote! :-) 


I won't do a full effort this year, but I will get on for a bit from 
both WLRFI and from W1AW. I will run a big 5 W for both, unless I see 
good conditions for a state I need 10 mW (got most of the states east of 


the Mississippi). :-) 


Now, I have played in a number of contests and want to air a bit of a 
gripe. I have noticed that some QRPers either spend all their time 
calling CQ or spend all their time in the S&P mode. Even worse, when 
the S&P, they only call the LOUD ones. I can't tell you how many Q 
class stations I have heard in ‘tests that I can't work because they 
never call CQ and don't answer my weak ones, even when I am following 
their tuning pattern up the band and calling CQ in the clear. Go to an 
"off" band (40 in the daytime, the upper end of the CW segment on 15 M) 
and spend some time calling CQ. If you have a memory keyer, program it 
and let it rip! Even if not, try about 10 minutes of CQ time an hour, 
especially when you are not finding lots of new blood. It will let 
other QRPers find you. And don't always assume you can't work the weak 
ones; give it a try now and again. You might find that the other 
station is running millwatts and will hear your milliwatts just fine. 


Anyway, as if I didn't get enough this past weekend, I will let my sore 
wrist recover some and see you all in the SS.

Hi all: 

My Sierra put me back on 160 after a quarter-century of 
silence! It is a "different" band to say the least. As someone 
noted, it seems better for QRP than 80m .. don't know why. 


The antenna is the key here. I used to operate with a 1900-ft, 

1300-f£t longwires back in OH. Piece of cake with 500mw d.s.b. of all things! And 
c.w. Had a 1300-ft longwire up here 

as well when I lived in the country. I was told by several east 

coasters that I opened the band from the midwest. 


Alas ... since have become a city dweller on a small city lot (55-ft x 175ft). But 
this is BETTER than the silly 

tiny corner lot back in 1971! On that tiny plot, I had an 8JK 

for 20m up around 35-ft, with the elements sloping down in Inverted-Vee fashion, 
fed with 450-ohm open line. I worked a lot of stations with that on 160m by 
shorting the open-line, thus converting the system into a top-loaded vertical. I 
ran about a dozen radials around the lot and down the streets, and when serious 
during contests, across the streets! Couldn't compare to the longwires, but this 
permitted me to make contacts consistently. 


Here, last year I had an 80-m dipole up around 48-f£t fed with 300-ohm twinlead 
that come off the top of the mast at around a 40-deg angle, then down the side of 
the house. I didn't put the time into a decent setup, i.e., radials and matching 
network at the base of the radiator wire. I just shorted out the twinlead in the 
shack, and brought the ends of the radials thru and window and hooked them to the 
ground side of the antenna tuner. That meant that the radials and the radiator 


were running parallel and very closely spaced for about five feet before gettting 
outside. I ended up with around 12 66-ft radials, a fan of 14 24-ft radials, anda 
couple of really long ones that went out the alley and turned and ran along the 
alley for a while. You just lay down as many radials as is possible. I was very 
surprised at the performance of this make-do system. A lot of casual QSO's 
(typical of 160) and then the 160 Contest in Feb (?). I worked 46 states including 
KH6 and KL7 during that! 

! 

! I definitely was not in control of any frequency, and hardly got any answers to 
my CQ's. But, I worked most of what I called despite the sometimes dense 

QRM -- including KU7Y and W3TS! Now, W3TS is an anomaly. When I first heard him 
running stns -- yes, not searching and pouncing -- but high speed CQ's and 
exchanges, I was sort of disappointed -- you know, Mike has been a QRP'r from way 
back. A contest-turncoat? Nope! He was running QRP and banging an S7/8 signal out 
here which just stayed at that level forever. Just amazing. I gather that he is 
amazed as well, wondering whether his topography plays and important focusing 
role.

At any rate, as others have pointed out, 160 activity is not quite at the level of 
the other bands. But, if you are relaxed, as is the natural attitude on 160, and 
prepared to call and listen for 15 minutes, a decent make-shift antenna generally 
will get you a QSO. Like Ron noted, I kind of doubt that an indoor antenna will 
cut the ice. But numerous QRP'rs have shorted out the end of the coax to their 
dipole or whatever and make contacts on 160. Laying down a bunch of radials (no 
particular size -- many short around the base is better than a few long ones) 
helps out a lot. 


I should be getting my radials out pretty soon. I usually tune around to see 
what's happening. Is there a QRP calling freq on 160? Hey, it's a small band! 
Anyone who gets on can go ahead and start calling CQ QRP in the middle of the band 
below the DX window -- say 1815-1820 -- and if anyone is around, they'll find you!

> Alas ... since have become a city dweller on a small city lot (55-ft x 
175ft). But this is BETTER than the silly

I have been trying to catch up on my email reading. I have noticed a 
topic concerning the new forum and have it in my favorites already.

A few thoughts on the 1V challenge: 


For almost a year I have been trying to put together a 1 Transistor challenge 
for my local club. The idea was to design and/or build any 1 transistor circuit. 
IC's were not permitted, but diodes and all passive components were. 


I was sure this was a great idea. Fellow hams were encouraged to find a young 
person to work on the project with them. Extra points would be given to anyone 
who worked with a young boy or girl on the project. The idea was to encourage 
elmering as well as hands on design and construction. 


I distributed several tested circuits and some untested ideas to stimulate 
participation. An unbuilt NC-20 kit was offered as a prize. I passed around 
gadgets, handed out schematics, gave away parts, etc. 


I have been very surprised at the lack of enthusiasm shown by fellow hams. Some 
used inexperience as an excuse, even though a nice set of beginner's prizes were 
to be awarded. Only a few seemed willing to find a young person to elmer. The 
club itself seemed reluctant to spend any money to promote the contest. This is 
a very active club, but for some reason the enthusiasm just wasn't there. 


I believe the lack of support and enthusiasm was due to several reasons: 


1. A 1 Transistor contest was too limiting. I believe more would have been 
willing if the challenge would have allowed more active components. This would 
have been LESS challenging to some, but many more practical circuits would be 
allowed. Sometimes, we make our contests so difficult that only the smartest and 
brightest can participate. This, I think, is the major flaw in the 1V Challenge. 
Loosen up the rules a bit and more people will participate. That means more of 
our fellow hams will be building and learning. It seems to me that this should 
be the major goal of any contest or challenge. 


2. Many hams believe that young people today do not want to do anything but play 
video games and watch television. Finding a willing youngster would just be too 
difficult. I have found this reasoning faulty. Kids today have more to distract 
them, but if you can get their attention, they will work on radios. For example, 
EVERY youngster who saw the ElmeRadio wanted to build one. I could have easily 
supplied the entire club with willing youngsters from my neighborhood alone. 


3. Some may have felt that encouraging a youngster's participation would slow 
them down. Perhaps, but you probably annoyed your Elmer at times when you were 
learning, too. I think every contest should make the appropriate concessions 


necessary to encourage beginners' participation. 

And, so, I propose a few simple changes to the rules for the 1V Challenge. 
1. Make it a 3V challenge. 

2. Allow ICs to be used. 


3. Give bonus points to those who work with a beginner (young or old or in 
between). 


I should add that there was a major exception to the lack of enthusiasm shown by 
most amateurs. School teachers were quick to see the contest as an educational 
opportunity. This is really what led to the ElmeRadio project. I was trying to 
come up with a project that could be used to get adults and kids involved ina 
learning experience. The rules of the 1 Transistor Challenge were eventually 
"bent" just enough to allow the use of the TL431 shunt regulator as an 
amplifier. Over a dozen school teachers have made serious inquiries about the 
ElmeRadio kit--most of them are not amateur radio operators. 


Sorry, for this lengthy post. I feel pretty strongly about wider participation 
in building contests. The future of ham radio depends on how well we teach and 
encourage youngsters about radio.

I've been experimenting with a 13' collapsible whip that I have for use as 
a portable antenna. My current configuration is a 1/4 wavelength Marconi 
or inverted-L. Coming off the top of 13' section I have a 3 conductor 
ribbon cable 20' long for a 1/4 wave at 40, with the other 2 conductors cut 
for a 1/4 wave on 30 and 20. I use 2 St. Louis style radials made from 7 
conductor ribbon cable for 40 - 10 meters. Above 20 the whip is shortened 
for a 1/4 wavelength vertical. 


So far I've had good results but would like to improve them. I recently 
picked up a copy of "Practical Wire Antennas" by John Heys, G3BDQ. In it 
Heys states that the base feed impedance at resonance of a 1/4 wave length 
Marconi is around 36 ohms. He suggests feeding the antenna with parallel 
runs of 75 ohm coax. 


I've thought about using the mini-75 ohm coax similar to RG-174 but the 
price is staggering. The Belden mini-75 is over $1.25 per foot. Does 


anyone have any lower cost suggestions or a cheaper/lighter weight 
alternative?

When I came to work for this company, it was (I thought) to build the 
latest in a long line of kickin' power meters. Since then, however, it 
seems like I've done nothing but answer questions. There's constantly a 
line of engineers and programmers at my cubicle asking why a meter does 
this, how should we program that, etc. (I'm the meter expert, whether I 
like it or not.) What I'd LIKE to do is build the darned thing myself. 
But it's not going to happen. My job is to teach someone else to do it. 


But you know what? It's working. I've got guys coding for me that are 
working minor miracles. Our hardware engineers, taking a good look at 
actual product requirements instead of "tradition," have found ways to 
cut cost, improve linearity, and make a device that comes closer to 
being the "perfect" meter than anything I've ever built. Remember, none 
of these are meter "experts," but they're a darned sight smarter than I 
am. 


So what does a guy like me do? A guy who likes to build stuff, but who 
can't because the people he works with are better at it than he is? 


Two things: 


1) Tell them to do the things that either I know I can't, or that I 
don't like to do. (We need a database program? Okay. Joe - go write a 
database program.) 


2) Subscribe to QRP-L, and get ideas for things to build at home. (Grin) 


I've seen people on this very list complain that they have a hard time 
soldering surface mount parts. (Self included.) Okay - find a local 
12-year old, teach him or her to solder, and let ‘em at it while you 
design the circuits. 


Need somebody to kit parts? Teach the kids to identify parts, give them 
a pick list, and turn them loose. Sure you'll get mistakes - look how 
many YOU made getting here. Peek over their shoulder, check up on them, 
give 'em rewards for accuracy. (Just like the real world is gonna do to 
them when they get out of school. You're doing them a favor.) Besides, 
my kids can read the darned tan-on-beige markings on ceramic caps a heck 
of a lot easier than I can. 


Take a hint from Tom Sawyer. Don't act like it's work. Act like it's a 
privilege. (I know kids are smart and cynical these days, but it DOES 
work occasionally. At least once.) Whitewashing a fence or launching a 
rope over a tree limb can be a real challenge. Give them a chance to 
rise to that challenge.

Nuts, there went my soapbox. (Grin)

In this case, I think we should look at the intent of the contest before 
making changes. If the intent is to attract fresh meat, more attainable 
goals are in order. If the intent is for the grizzled veterans to 

advance the state of the art, I think a higher, possibly unattainable 

goal is in order. My impression from the initial announcement is the 

latter, in which case I'd recommend that the 1 volt limit remain. 


I -do- like the idea of allowing ICs, though - I think that would be 
more of a challenge. Maybe not practical (see ‘unattainable’ above), but 
you never know. 


Now if I can just get around the "bring it to Dayton" thing... 


> Sorry, for this lengthy post. I feel pretty strongly about wider participation 
> in building contests. The future of ham radio depends on how well we teach and 
> encourage youngsters about radio. 


There's opportunity for learning in either kind of contest - for 
experienced and inexperienced alike.

Rather than use parallel runs of 75-ohm coax cable (with its cost, bulk and 
weight), you'd be 

better off building a small (depending on power level, it can be t-i-n-y) 
matching network for 

the base (feedpoint) of the antenna, Rick. Then you can use any coax 
feedline to the rig that 

you happen to have handy. 


By the way, there's a large misconception about the feedpoint impedance of a 
1/4-wave 

monopole over a groundplane....it's not really 36 ohms as most folks have 
been led to 

believe, but more like 24 to 26 ohms in "real life" !

I've been experimenting with a 13' collapsible whip that I have for use as 
a portable antenna. My current configuration is a 1/4 wavelength Marconi 
or inverted-L. Coming off the top of 13' section I have a 3 conductor 
ribbon cable 20' long for a 1/4 wave at 40, with the other 2 conductors cut 
for a 1/4 wave on 30 and 20. I use 2 St. Louis style radials made from 7 
conductor ribbon cable for 40 - 10 meters. Above 20 the whip is shortened 
for a 1/4 wavelength vertical. 


So far I've had good results but would like to improve them. I recently 
picked up a copy of "Practical Wire Antennas" by John Heys, G3BDQ. In it 
Heys states that the base feed impedance at resonance of a 1/4 wave length 
Marconi is around 36 ohms. He suggests feeding the antenna with parallel 
runs of 75 ohm coax.

Last night, I finished one of the most pleasureable experiences I have ever 
had in ham radio. I completed my K2 from Elecraft. This kit is not another 
step up, it is several orders of magnitude better than any other ham radio 
kit. It was fun to build, it was educational, and the engineering and 
design that goes into this kit makes others pale by comparison. 


Eric Swartz and Wayne Burdick have outdone themselves and every other kit 
designer with their work on the K2. It was like reading a wonderful book, I 
had to tear myself away from building it. Several nights I stayed up until 
2 AM or so building, and even then I hated to stop. 


The manual is first rate. The very best I have ever seen. 


The parts are all high quality, but I have to ding the guys a bit here. The 
low value disc ceramics do not fit the holes. You have to bend the leads, 
and it is a pain. I feel that all parts should be a drop in fit ona 
commercial kit. It would take one of two things to fix: Find another 
source for the caps, or do another version of the board and make the lead 
spacing correct. Most of them are off by .05" (When I say most, there are 
about 15 or 20 caps that you have to bend the leads on.) I know this is a 
minor detail, but it was the only thing that I have to criticize about the 
kit. The rest of it was wonderful. The best part is that now the resistors 
are on tape in the order that you use them. NO more searching for the right 
resistor, reading the color code, and verifying with a DVM!! All the parts 
are separated by type, and that is a neat feature. 


The kit is built with 3 boards, a Front Panel, Control and RF Board. They 
fit together like a glove, and the case fits perfectly. It is fun to put 
this one together. 


Also, the rig is so smart that you use it to test itself. There are 3 
major test points, and it is exciting to do them. Wonderful troubleshooting 
section if you have problems, and Elecraft is outstanding with customer 
support. Plus, they have a reflector and archive where you can contact over 
600 other K2 builders. 


My rig passed the receiver alignment tests with no problems, but I was 
nervous about doing the transmitter alignment. So, I hauled the kit over to 
Dave Fifield's and he did it for me while I watched. I was amazed at how 
simple it was, and also that I was afraid of doing it myself. I thought 
that you needed sophisticated equipment to do it, not at all. In fact, if 
you have a DVM, a dummy load and a VE3DNL marker generator, you have all of 
the test equipment that you need, Really! Dave used his scope, WM-2, and HP 
Signal Generator, but it was not needed. The VE3DNL could have been used 
to peak the receiver and set the coils on all of the bands. If you are 


building the K2 and don't have a signal generator, I suggest that you get a 
VE3DNL to use, as it will work just fine. And, I built my K2 at my kitchen 
counter, errr, the XYL's kitchen counter. The reason? Well, I knew that it 
was going to take a long time and I did not want to isolate myself from my 
wife, so I got the idea of building it at the kitchen counter from Ed 
Loranger's posting about building his K2 standing up. Ed, now there is 
another guy who has built his K2 "standing up". It also proves that you 
don't need a fancy building area to build qrp rigs. 


By the way, my K2 has an MDS of at least -140 on all bands!! How do I know? 
Well, Dave set the Signal Generator at -140 and you could hear the signal as 
it swept by!! I say at least -140 because that was as low as the HP would 
go, and we had no problem hearing it at all. 


I remember the first kit that I saw that took my breath away. It was a 
SB104A that Guy Baker, NOGB, built back in 1976 when I lived in Kansas. I 
was in awe! TI have thought about that kit many times, and have wished that 
I would have saved up the money and bought one of them when it was 
available. Well, that regret is no more. The K2 experience has erased it 
from my list of things that I wished that I had done. Now, I have built the 
kit of my dreams. Thank you Eric and Wayne. 


My goal now is to get on the air and operate. I will be on tonight on 20 
and 15 meters if open, later on 40. IF you hear KI6DS calling CQ, please 
give me a call. If you know me and have ever seen me grin, think of that as 
you work me, because I know I will be grinning. I have plans to work CW SS 
this weekend with K2 #621. 


Standard disclaimer. I paid for my kit and was happy to do so. I give 
Elecraft and the K2 my highest recommendation.

Instead of working, I spent all day playing with the 1.5V osc and 
amplifier. I'll play catch up tommorow :-) 


The best I've been able to do so far at 1.5 volts is about 40 mw out. 
If I go to 3 volts, it gets considerably better, 640 mw. This, BTW, 
is using 2N7000 mosfets as a push pull amp. The 2N7000's in push pull 
don't work any better than one as a single end amp at 1.5V, but makes 
a big difference at 3.0 Volts. Might get even better if I select them 
for minimum turn on voltage and match them. 


HINT: To drive the 2N7000, put a tuned circuit across the gate (link 
couple the drive) and bias the other end of the coil at the supply 
voltage. 


So, even at 1.5V, a milliwatt Tx is do-able. 
Now, I guess it's time to start thinking about a receiver...

I also found some of the disc caps did not fit well into the PCB pads. 
Solution? I simply got out my genuine, super duper, Norcal Capacitor kit! 
No worries? Rrrroight?!!! 

I also used the Norcal toroid kit to wind some other inductors when I was 
experimenting with a couple of the transformers in the K2. That made it 


easier to do comparions without using the same core over and over. 


Thanks to you and Norcal for stepping in at the right time with the right 


solutions to my cap, toroid, and resistor supplies. 


Also, don't be sorry you never got a Heath SB-104A. I have one of the 
early ones, sn. 00450 that Heath and I debugged. It makes the Norcal 20 
development effort look like a cakewalk! I have made many, many, changes 
to that kit and later did the upgrade of my early SB-104 to the SB-104A 
model. I have used it a lot in the past, even as a QRP rig since the 
relay is noisy in QRO mode, and the QRP selection does not need the 
relay. I worked many EU QSO's on 75 and 80 m using 1 watt to a inverted 
vee at 50' when I lived in Fla. 


But I'll never part with it, because I built it in my high school years 
and it pretty well taught me electronics before I ever got to electronics 
school. Heck, if it had not needed so much debugging, I would not have 
learned much by building it. With the investment of time and knowledge I 
got from the kit, I saved thousands of dollars on education. I eventually 
re-wound almost all the toroids in the kit, since they either aged 
poorly, or were incorrectly wound in the first place. There's a bunch of 
them, too. 8p 


Seems to me that Chuck, K7Q0O, has an unbuilt one in his possession. Maybe 
he'll get the time to start on it after he builds *xhisx K2 now that he is 
free of the QRP-L. I'd be glad to help him if/when he runs into some of 
the bugs I found. 


As you said, the K2 is absolutely in a class all by itself. BTW, have you 
countersunk those cabinet holes and replaced all the screws with flat 
head ones yet? Just kidding. ;-) See you on the air soon with all the 
other K2 owners.

I'm considering helping build a 30M 2-transistor transmitter from the QRP 
Classics. Since it is a 15 year old design, is there a better final 
transistor to use than the 2N3553. 

The schematic uses a 2N2222 as a driver and the 2N3553 as the final 
for about 1.5 watts out. I see that 2N3553 called out pretty often in 
the older literature, and was just wondering...since I didn't see it 
listed in the first three catalogs I checked. 

The NTE cross-reference shows an NTE 473, and Mouser does not show it 


either. It shows a NTE 473 as a Po=1.8 watts in the 130 to 175 MHz 
range, with a max Vcbo of 36 volts. 


Can I just drop a CB output transistor in there?
